Coming soon: a streetscape near you 


Dalia — 


We're planning some major improvements to an iconic corridor in the great 13th District, and I encourage 
your participation in an upcoming meeting regarding this project. 

I am partnering with the Bureau of Engineering and the Department of Transportation to host a 
community meeting to discuss the Hollywood Western Streetscape Project. 

As a staff member under my predecessor, I led a community process that produced guidelines for a more 
vibrant, safer pedestrian experience. The project will make streetscape improvements such as the 
installation of new traffic signals, continental crosswalks and street trees on Hollywood Blvd, between 
Gower Street and Western Avenue, with a second phase focusing on Western Ave. between Franklin 
Avenue and Santa Monica Blvd. My office identified $850,000 within the Hollywood Mobility Trust Fund to 
help subsidize the required local match for the $2 million dollar project. 

During the community meeting, scheduled to take place on Wednesday , we will discuss the particulars on 
this project, as well as the “Safe Routes to Schools” streetscape project on Selma Avenue that will make 
for a safer, more pedestrian-friendly environment in the vicinity of Hollywood High School and Selma 
Avenue Elementary School. 

The Hollywood Western Streetscape is just one of five exciting streetscape improvement projects -either 
recently completed or in the works- including the Hollywood Transit Crossroads Streetscape, Sunset 
Boulevard in Echo Park, Sunset Junction in Silver Lake, and Fletcher Drive in Glassell Park. These 
pedestrian improvements reflect my priority of making the 13th District more walkable and safer for 
Angelenos. 

I'm really excited about this work we’re doing together. I look forward to seeing you at the meeting!

Good Afternoon, 

There are several street closures coming up in the next few days that will impact traffic in the downtown area. The first starts 
tomorrow and they are as follows: 

Thursday Oct 22nd "March and Rally to stop police brutality" 

The group has obtained a Police Commission First Amendment Permit that allows for the closing of several streets in the downtown 
area. 

The group has scheduled an assembly in front of our Police Headquarters at 1:30 PM. They plan to march at 3:30 along a route that will 
g o south on Spring to 5th Street , then east and wind around the Skid Row area. They will end the march with a rally and speeches at 
6th and San Pedro at 5:30. The permit expires at 6 PM, and the group is scheduled to disband from 6th and San Pedro, (see first 
attachment for Map) 

Saturday Oct 24 "Homeboy Industries 5K Race" 

Homeboy Industries has obtained a permit for an approx 3 Mile run. The run will start and finish at their building on Spring and Alpine. 
It will run around the area of the State Historic Park, along Broadway, adjacent to Chinatown , then back south on Spring Street. 

The street closures begin at approx 6:30 AM and the streets will re-open by 9:30 AM. (See Attached Map) 

Saturday Oct 24 "The Panamanian Independence Parade" 

Also on a First Amendment Permit, this parade will begin assembly on Broadway between Olympic and 9th at 9:30 AM. The parade will 




begin at 10 AM and travel north on Broadway to 5th . then west to Hill Street and enter Pershing Square at 5th and Hill Street. The 
permit expires at 1 PM, however the parade will likely end by 12:30. 

Saturday Oct 24 "6th Street Bridge Concert/Festival" 

This is a permitted and city sponsored event to be held on the bridge, Saturday afternoon and evening, (2 PM to 10 PM). It will include 
Live music and DJs, as well as food trucks. The bridge will be closed for load in and load-out from Friday night at midnight until Sunday 
morning at 4 AM. 

Sunday Oct 25 "Rock and Roll 1/2 Marathon" 

This is an approx 13 mile race through downtown, beginning at 7 AM adjacent to the Staples Center, running down Figueroa near the 
Sports Arena, back to downtown, and across to the 4th Street bridge, then finishing near the Staples Center. This will be a similar route 
as the last few years, and has been approved by DOT. As stated, the race begins at 7 AM, and DOT will re-open streets as the final 
runners pass. Most streets are scheduled to be re-opened by noon. All streets will be opened by 4 PM (See Attached map).

I surveyed Broadway and reached out to property owners/managers last year. I've attached the excel doc with all 
the contact information in case we find ourselves looking at the same spots. Things to note: 

• We were denied access to buildings that were under construction or had spaces under renovation.

• There were questions about liability, specifically who would assume liability for whatever artwork was 
installed in the space and any damages to the property.

Dear Friend: 

Our country is beset by gun violence. Since 1970, there have been more Americans killed by 
private guns than the total number of all Americans killed since the Revolutionary War. 
Something has to be done, and I'm proud to say that in Los Angeles we are doing everything 
we can to stop this epidemic from taking more innocent lives. 

Earlier this week, the City Council voted unanimously to approve my ordinance requiring all 
LA handgun owners and authorized users to keep their weapons locked or within their reach 
when at home. Read the ordinance here . LA's policy goes further than California state law, 
which requires that locks be sold with handguns, but doesn't compel people to use them. 




This law will reduce the possibility of accidental shootings, prevent access to guns for suicide 
and thwart thieves from stealing guns and using them on the street. 

Los Angeles is now the largest city on the West Coast to pass a safe storage requirement, 
cementing our city as the nation’s leading voice in the fight to keep children and families safe 
from gun violence. 

You might wonder, why do we need a law like this? Isn't safely storing a gun at home just 
common sense? 

It absolutely is. Even the NRA urges gun owners to lock up their guns at home . But just urging 
isn’t enough. Requiring safe storage is necessary when you survey the tragedies that happen 
in our country on nearly a daily basis. 

Each year in the United States, there are thousands of unintentional deaths and injuries 
because of handgun accidents. If you watch the TV news or do a quick Internet search, you 
can find tragedy after tragedy in which people are injured or killed because of unsafely 
stored handguns. Approximately two million children live in homes where guns are kept 
unlocked and loaded, and 73 percent of those children know where the firearms are kept. 

According to the Washington Post, 43 toddlers have inadvertently shot either themselves or 
another person this year so far. Most of these shootings happen at home. Just weeks ago in 
New Mexico, a three-year-old shot his pregnant mother and his father after looking for an 
iPad in his mother's purse and finding a loaded 9mm handgun instead. In Texas, a three-year- 
old killed himself with his grandfather's gun, which he found in a bedroom where he had 
napped. Unfathomable events like this are happening far too often across the country. I want 
to make sure they don’t happen to anyone in Los Angeles. 

How will safe storage be enforced? This law targets those who store their firearms 
irresponsibly. Responsible gun owners should already be locking up their guns, and I know 
many people do. There will not be roving police patrols to check compliance with our safe 
storage requirement. It will most often be used in situations where law enforcement officers 
enter a home for another reason - possibly on a domestic violence or child endangerment 
call - and see an unlocked, loaded handgun on the kitchen table or on a nightstand. When 
that happens, they will have another tool to hold the owner responsible and prevent a 
household tragedy. 

This law, much like my law outlawing the possession of large-capacity ammunition 
magazines, is a step toward curbing gun violence. I am confident that by taking this action we 
are saving lives and I hope you will help me spread the word to everyone you know: be safe, 
be smart and lock it up Los Angeles.

Forget the vampires, beware of tiger mosquitoes! 


Dalia — 


On the heels of news that two neighborhoods in the 1 3th Council District tested positive for Asian tiger 
mosquitoes, I am working with our partners on the county level to host a public meeting aimed at arming 
residents with information on how to protect their families and homes from the potentially harmful insects. 

The community meeting will be held on Monday, November 2, 6pm, at Friendship Auditorium, 3201 
Riverside Drive, Los Angeles, 90027. The meeting will include a presentation on the mosquitoes, any 
potential risk to public health, and tips on what to do around your home to protect your family. 

Greater Los Angeles County Vector Control District (GLACVC) recently confirmed the existence of Asian 
tiger mosquitoes (Aedes albopictus) in the Silver Lake and Elysian Valley neighborhoods. The tiger 
mosquitoes have the potential to transmit exotic diseases such as dengue and chikungunya, and are 
considered nuisances since they readily bite during the day and can affect many activities. 

Please find more information on this topic below, as well as information on a motion I introduced that will 
make sure the City is taking the proper steps to maintain the health and public safety of all Angelenos. 

We want to keep the mosquito population under control, which will require every resident to check their 
property for standing water and other places the insects find attractive.
